Secret service agents had been work- 
ing on the case for months They be- 
gan soon after the arrest in England 
of Georre Vaux Bacon, who claimed to 
represent American newspapers 
Bacon's photograph was forwarded to 
this country by the British authorities 
and by means of which Superintendent 
Offiey, of the secret service, was able 
to connect him with the operations of 
Sander and Wunnenberge 

The federal agents’ investigation is 
said to have involved at least fifteen 
so-called newspaper men employed by 
Sunder and Wunnenberg and ordered 
by them to England and Ireland. The 
military data gathered by them was 
brought to this country, it is charged, 
by some of their number travelling as

Widowed and dependent mothers 
were pensioned, as wore stepmothers, 
grandmothers and invalid fathers. A 
woman with whem a soldier had lived 
for two years as his wife received a 


pension as though she had been mar- | 


ried to him and the children, if any, 
were provided for. Illegitimate chil- 
dren whose paternity by a soldier 
could be proved were not forgotten 
and adopted children or any children 
to whom the soldier stood “in loco 
parentis’ was the reciplent of the 
bounty of the government, 

The speaker related a number of 
eases in which the board had to 
sort out tangled relationships and to 
thwart attempted fraud. He concluded 
by saying that while delays were re- 
grettable they were in some cases un- 
avoidable, Howevey, If any person in 
Ottawa were found to be deliberately 
responsible for a delay which might 
have been avoided it would be “off 
with his head” for that person, even 
if he were a returned soldier, 

Then the Questions, 

To one questioner the major said 
that it would not be necessary for an 
wapplicant to go to Calgary to be re- 
boarded, This information was not of- 
ficial but he was practically certain 
that the authorization to examine 
here would come today. 

One soldier said that he knew 
case Where a veteran had been wait- 
ing for months without getting his 
pension money. The major said that if 
the case was brought to the branch 
office a wire would be sent to find 
out what was the matter. 

The case of another veteran was 
brought up, a former employee in 
the parks department, whose injury 
prevented his re-employment and 
whose pension of $16 had been re- 
duced to $8. Major Buchanan said 
that the man's previous occupation 
or earning capacity could not be eon- 
sidered and the department could not 
help the fact of the man’s being out 
of work. He asked to 
facts and pape 
ted.

Another questioner wanted to know 
Why the “pink sheet" which each sol- 
dier had when he landed at Quebec 
Was not accepted as a basis for a 
pension award. The answer was that 
it might not contain all the purticu- 
lars and that many sildiers did not 
have them at all.

W. F. Puffer, Lacombe. 

W. FF. Puxer, Lacombe, said that t 
speech they had listened to showed 
that the member for Calgary South 
Was a little prejudiced against Mr. J

reason to believe he was prejudiced 
against the government, but he would 
remind him that a distinguished mem- 
ber of the House had told it what ad- 
vantage it would be if they could get 
Mr. MeArthur to undertake railway 
construction in Alberta, He would al- 
so remind the member that the rates 
charged on the railways in the north 
country had been authorized by the 
Dominion Railway Commission, and 
it was very difficult to understand his 
reason for taking issue with the ac- 
tion of that distinguished body of 
men who had given universal satis- 
faction to the people of Canada bhe- 
cause their decisions were uniformly 
fair. The member for Calgary South 
also knew as well as every member 
ot the House that these railways were 
not yet quite completed, and he sup- 
posed the Railway Commission knew 
what they were doing when they au- 
thorized the rates. Dealing with the 
rates question, the member for La- 
combe said that Dr. Blow had made 
the asseftion that the rates on these 
northern lines would be a drain on 
the province for all time. But that 
was an exaggeration of the facts. 
When the lines were out of the con- 
struction stage rates would be fixed 
by the Railway Commission in uni- 
formity with the rates prevailing in 
the country. 

Reduced Price of Lumber. 

The member for Calgary South, said 
Mr. Puffer, had also criticized the saw 
mills that had been opened by Mr. 
McArthur and his associates, but he 
could tell him that the opening of the 
saw mills had meant the reduction of 
the price of lumber from $6 to §8 per 
thousand and important consideration 
for the farmers of the country, if not 
for the member for Calgary South.
